The fact of w steamer makiag a cer- 
tain trip in excellent time pon one occasion 
is no warranty for the basis of calculation as 
to fuel, etc., for tuture passages. To bear 
that a vessel of 5,000 tons barthen rucs short 
of coal in a trip to be made, under ordinary 
circumstances, in from eight to ten days, is 
not only aggravating, bata state of affairs, 
the possibility ef which, ought to be avoided 
“apon every occasion without a shadow of a 
doubt. The number of sous lost is reported 
546, but apart from this, the families left der- 
titute, and fatherless, bereft busbands, and 
the veil of grief which must nece-sarily fall 
over the hundreds besides, of which nothing 
willever be made known, compose @ sad 
chapter io. the history of the treacherous 
ocean. Whilst bere we were recently la-~ 
menting the lose of life caused by the wreck 
of the steamer George S.. Wright, we have 
cause to be tuankful that the lost ones num- 
bered thirty-one, rather than the fearful total 
of 546 perished upon the other side of the 
continent, from the loss of the White Star 
‘line steamship Atlantic. Sbe was built at 
Belfast, where her sister ships were also 
launched, and was only about one year old.
